ALBANY, N. Y., July 8—(#?)— 
Upstate New York counted 22 dead 
and S missing tonight in the surging 
flood waters left by. week-end rain- 
storms. Reliable estimates of property 
damage ranged well over $10,000,000. 

As the casualty list crept to 00, 
state and national governmental units 
began the big task of relief. 

Governor Herbert H. Lehman ob- 
tained the transfer of 25,000 relief 
workers from works projects to flood 
devastated areas, and the American 
Red Cross in Washington prepared to 
send workers to care for the home- 
less. 


After a telephone conversation with | 


Executive Director Frederick I. Dan- 
iels, of the state temporary emergency 
relief administration, the Governor 
said 25.000 men would be taken off 
road and construction jobs and put 
to work in the rehabilitation of the 
flooded communities. 

They will concentrate their immedi- 
ate efforts in Monroe, Tompkins, Dela- 
ware, Seneca and Steuben counties. 

Four dams collapsed and scores of 
bridges and railroad lines were wash- 
ed out. Gas and electric service was 
suspended in several municipalities, 
many hundreds were driven from their 
homes in lowlands. Buses and auto- 
mobiles were marooned by the scores.

Dread Ocean Marauders Raid Luxurious Gambling Barge 
Off California, Quickly Overpower Seamen— 
Getting $10,000 in Gems, $22,000 in Cash.. 


LONG BEACH, Cal., July 8.—(® 
Black-hooded pirates, carrying chains 
and leg irons to fasten their vic- 
tims, today raided the luxurious gam- 
bling barge Monte Carlo, and es- 
caped with loot estimated at $32,- 
000 in cash and jewelry. 

Ed Turner, owner of the barge, 
reported to officers that five men, 
wearing black silk stockings over 
their heads, swarmed aboard the boat 
during a dense fog and quickly chain- 
ed 13 members of the crew. 

The Monte Carlo is anchored about 
eight miles off the coast and the raid 
occurred at a. m., after patrons 
had been taken ashore in launches. 

Turner said J. M. Keller, ship 
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cashier, was forced to surrender the 
cash and jewelry... The boat owner 
estimated the plunder at $22,000 in 
cash and $10,000 in jewelry left by 
patrons as security. 

The raiders, Turner reported, were 


heavily armed with revolvers and 
sawed-off shotguns. 

“Stick ’em up and be quiet.” the 
pirates commanded as they climbed 
aboard. 

They swept past the unresisting 
deck crew and then placed leg irons 
and handcuffs on the bartenders and 
janitors at work-in the barroom. 

“We won't hurt you if you keep 
quiet,” the pirate leader told Keller, 
who was at work with his wife, a 
bookkeeper, in the steel-walled count- 
ing room. 

Foreing Mrs. Keller to lie on the 
floor, they made Keller keep his 
hands elevated while the safe was 
looted. 

The Monte Carlo, a former sea- 
going liner about feet long, is 
anchored far at sea to escape juris- 
diction of Long Beach and California 
anti-gambling laws.

Others remained in 
the boat while the'five robbers went 
aboard.

Mrs. Kent Dismissed. 


Mrs. Kent was dismissed from the 
same hospital after receiving treate- 
ment for a fracture of the right arm, 
also caused by a bullet. Carson, po- 
lice ‘said, admitted having fired the 
weapon fouf times at his sleeping 
wife and mother-in-law. 

Collins was charged by Carson with 
having broken up his home. “He 
caused my wife and me to separate in 
May after we had been married four 
years,” Carson declared. “I warned 
them and“ last night, when I heard 
they were together, I went to my 
wife’s home and cut a screen from 
a back door and gained entrance, 
When TI found Collins there I fired at 
him twice and he ran from the house.” 

Neighbors of Collins, however, in- 
formed police Collins had been at 
home all night and police pointed out 
that the other person found by Car- 
son in th. room with his wife was 
Mrs. Kent.

PAYMENTS FOR WHEAT 
ARE SET BY WALLACE 


Cotton Acreage Set at 29,- 
166,000 Acres for Year, a 
Gain Over 1934 Total. 


WASHINGTON, July 8.—(?)—A 
proclamation fixing the minimum 1935 
wheat benefit payments at 33 cents a 
bushel was signed by Secretary Wal- 
Jace today shortly after the Agricul- 
ture Department reported an acreage 
increase in another crop on which it 
operates a control plan—cotton. 

The department reported that on 
July 1 cotton acreage in cultivation 
totaled 29,166,000 acres, an increase 
of 4.6 per cent over last year. 

The wheat payments on this year’s 
crop will be an increase of at least 
four cents a bushel over the 194 
minimum of 29 cents. The AAA said 

‘this should mean an additional income 
to producers of approximately $14,- 
000,000,

Others said he could have absorbed 
the poison through constant use of 
disinfectants in washing his hands 
for operations. 

Dr. Kennedy’s divorced wife took 
the stand to say she was en route 
to Greenwood to remarry him when 
he was taken ill. She charged Dr. 
Dean with “breaking up my home.” 

Dr. Dean testified she had loved 
both Dr. Kennedy and a man _ “she 
named as Franklin C. Maull, a ship 
pifot of Lewes, Del. but that she 
had broken ber engagement with the 
physician to marry Maull. Maull did 
not appear at the trial. 


Nothing More to Say.

Apparently Mr. Hull was stunned at: first by the embarrassing ap- 
peal to us to enforce our Kellogg peace pact. At least he stalled for 
time by asking the American. charge at Addis Ababa for ‘a full report.” 

Impatient and annoyed, he strummed his desk, and searched the 
ceiling of his office for an answer. Eventually he found one before the 
“full report” came from Addis Ababa. He dashed it off, took it with him 
to the Friday cabinet meeting, and President Roosevelt signed it imme- 
diately. | 

There is nothing in the story that‘ Mr. Hull was unable to* think 
of any answer at all and that Mr. Roosevelt wrote the response. 


TSCH! TSCH! The response was that President Roosevelt was grati- 

fied that the League of Nations was trying to settle 
the dispute; that the pact of Paris was important too; and (with further 
evasive ponderosity) that we were “loath to believe” Italy and Ethiopia 
would fight about such things. 

How much Mr. Hull believed his own words is evidenced by the 
fact that he immediately slipped the word to his legation at Addis Ababa 
to get all Americans out of Ethiopia before the war started. 

Mr. Hull may have found better answers on his ceiling in the past, 
but at least this one let everyone know he is not going to get mixed 
up in the Ethiopian mess, even if he never finds a particularly good 
reason why.

He de- 
cided that this was too awful and 
abandoned the work that he did so 
well to attempt a task which he knew 
nothing about. There was a time a 
few months ago when he claimed to 
have 25,000,000 pledged adherents.

‘JOSH’ HUTCHINS SR. 
RETIRES IN ATHENS 


Cashier of Wholesale Con- 
cern for 41 Years Leaves 


Work at Age of 80. 

ATHENS, Ga., July 8.—After 41 
years on the same job—cashier of 
Talmadge Brothers . Company, big 
wholesale concern—J. C. Hutchins 
Sr. has retired at the age of 80. 

In the four decades and more that 
“Josh” Hutchins has been cashier at 
Talmadge’s, he has handled literally 
millions of dollars. On one day alone 
he deposited $95,000 in the bank for 
his concern. “It could have been 
$100,000,” Mr. Hutchins said, “if I 
had waited a few more minutes. It 
was a regular Saturday collection 


and, as I was starting out to the 
bank, $5,00 more came in, but I did 
not take time to include it in my 
deposit.” 

In the years directly following the 
World War Mr. Hutchins handled 
about $4,000,000. 

While not a native of Athens—he 
was born in Maryland, December 26, 
1852—Mr. Hutchins married an Ath- 
ens girl, Miss Laura Rutherford, sis- 
ter and co-worker of the famous 
“Miss Millie.” They celebrated their 
fiftieth wedding anniversary in 1933, 
and the occasion was also observed 
by members of the First Baptist 
church, where “Miss ~ Lollie’ has 
taught a Sunday school class which 
bears her name for years, and where 
the presence of “Mr. Josh” on Sun- 
day mornings has come to be as nec- 
essary to make the event “regular” 
as the reading of the weekly Bible 
lesson. A handsome and benevolent 
couple—these two—“Mr. Josh” and 
“Miss Lollie”’ have been inseparable 
in their good works, an example of 
happy companionship which has suc- 
cessfully bridged more than half a 
century, 

But this story is principally about 
“Mr. Josh.” 

He came to Athens many years ago 
as a member of a survey party for 
the Georgia railroad, and made the 
survey for the location of the rail- 
road’s present depot. 

When Mr. Hutchins became asso- 
ciated with Talmadge Brothers, the 
company was comprised of the elder 
Coke Talmadge and John FE. Tal- 
madge Sr. Coke Talmadge died in 
the nineties and’ John E. Talmadge’s 
sons entered the concern, helping their 
father build it up into one of the 
largest wholesale grocery establish- 
'ments in the southeast. Mr. Hutchins’ 
first connection with the company was 
‘for two years. In 1896 he again 
| joined it, and has remained with it 
(since that time, making a total of 
'41 years. 

“Mr. Josh” observed his eightieth 
birthday last December.

Gomez, starting the third successive 
all-star game for the Americans, on 
the mound, subdued the enemy with 
only three hits over six innings while 
Foxx, long distance siege gun of Con- 
nie Mack's forces, fired a home run 
with his teammate, Lou Gehrig, on 
base in the first inning to give the 
Americans a lead they never sur- 
rendered. 


That was all the start required by 
the army led by Mickey Cochrane, of 
Detroit, who got a measure of revenge 
along with his league for the defeats 
suffered in the last two World Series.

Players Inexperienced in 
International Competi- 
tion; Sept. 28 Is Date. 


LONDON, July 8.—7)—A _ team 
comparatively inexperienced in inter- 
national competition but captained by 
the veteran, Charley Whitcombe, was 
selected today to represent Great Brit- 
aian against the United States in the 
professional Ryder cup golf matches 
at Ridgewood, N. J., September 28 
and 29.

SUSPECT HINTS GR 
KILLED YOUNG RIVAL 


Fort Smith Man Denies He 
Pursued Victim, Found 
Dead After Swim Party. 


FORT SMITH, Ark., July 8.—(4) 
Crawford county authorities, seeking 
to clear up the death on a July 
Fourth swimming party of Mary Isa- 
bel Mahar, 14, disclosed late today 


Miss Dorothy Karps, 16, had been 
booked as a material witness and re- 
leased on $500 bond in connection 
with the case. 

_ The disclosure followed a coroner’s 
inquest at which Miss Karps testi- 
fied that when she last saw Miss Ma- 
har alive, the latter was “being 
chased” through a woods by Clyde 
Trammell, 28-year-old motor com- 
pany employe, who has been in the 
Van Buren jail for questioning for 
two days. 

Trammell was quoted by Sheriff 
Fred Long as protesting his inrlocence 
and making accusations against Miss 
Karps, advancing a theory of jeal- 
ousy. 

“If. there was any foul play, she 
did it,”” Long quoted Trammell as say- 
ing. “The Karps girl said Mary Ma- 
har fook her sweetie away from her 
and she was glad she was dead.” 

A member of the holiday outing 
party of 16, Miss Mahar had disap- 
peared when the party started home 
last Thursday night from Clear creek. 
Her neck broken, the girl’s partially 
clothed body was found Saturday 
floating in the creek some distance 
downstream. Physicians said she had 
been attacked and died from the neck 
fracture and not from drowning. 

A coroner's inquest was adjourned 
this afternoon on a finding of “death 
at the hands of a person or persons 
unknown,” ‘which turned the investi- 
gation over to the county authori- 
ties. 

Trammell was quoted by the sheriff 
as emphatically stating he last saw 
the Mahar girl “in swimming in the 
creek.” 

“He said he left her swimming and 
guessed she must have drowned then,” 
Sheriff Long said. : 

Miss Karps told the coroner’s jury 
she believed she was one of the last 
to see Miss Mshar alive and that the 
latter was then with Trammell. 

Miss Karps said she and Miss Ma- 
har went swimming in theif under- 
clothing some distance away from the 
rest of the party and that Trammell 
had found them in the secluded spot. 

“He came down and called Mary,” 
she said. “She went up to him’ and 
he chased her out into the bushes. 
Later he erme back alone. I just 
thought Mary had already gone 
back.”

A_ tracing 
around the outline of the pattern is 
made. Then in cutting the pieces a 
seam allowance of one-quarter inch is 
made. The seams start in one-quarter 
inch from ends and edges and end the 
samed istance away from the ends 
and edges. The knot which fastens 
the first stitch is firm and fast and 
small. Nancy suggests that a back 
stitch be taken over the knot to help 
hold it against any pulling out. 

The seams are pressed open after 
the quilt top is pieced. For a double 
bed make the quilt top 60 inches wide 
and 96 inches long. Three yards of 
white will be needed. All told, six 
yards of colored will be required. To 


make the quilt long enough to go over 


the pillows add an extra 10 inches to 
the length of the top.

NEW ORLEANS, July 8.—(4)— 
The first government estimate on the 
1935 crop came and passed today 
without disturbing the placid perform- 
ance of the cotton market. Final 


prices of the session showed but little 
change from Saturday’s last quota- 
tions. 

The market opened a few points 
lower on good weather in the belt and 
light pre-bureau liquidation, paused 
for the government estimate and then 
resumed trading just about where it 
left off. Prices came up a few points 
immediately after the estimate was 
released, but gains failed to hold and 
prices slipped back to early levels, 

Mild Rally. 

A mild rally in the closing minutes 
brought active positions up to within 
2 or 3 points of the previous close as 
July finished at 11.89, October at 
11.56, December at 11.56 and March 
at 11.58. Spots were unchanged with 
middling at New Orleans’ quoted at 
12.30. 

With the government's estimate of 
29,166,000 acres closely in line with 
the average of 29,190,000 acres made 
by private interests there was no at- 
tempt made to start a movement in 
either direction after it was pub- 
lished. 

Detailed acreage by states showed 
that with the exception of Virginia 
and Oklahoma every state in the belt 
has increased its cotton acreage over 
1934. The drop in Oklahoma was 
said to be largely the result of the 
recent floods in. thi 


Weather in the belt over the week- 
end was reported as hot and dry in 
most areas. Reporting stations in 
widely scattered areas indicated that 
conditions were normal for the grow- 
ing plant. 

An optimistie note was heard from 
the goods markets. Worth Street 
sales during the past week exceeded 
production for’ the first time since 
early May, according to one advice 
from New York city. 

Liverpool reported a quiet market 
with scattered liquidation meeting & 
good  off-take. Bullish sentiment 
abroad was said to be restricted by 
the recent action of wheat-and silver.

SLIGHT LOSSES SHOWN

declines of 1 to 3 points. 

Early losses of 10 to 15 points were 
attributed to pre-bureau liquidation 
and foreign selling following relative- 
ly easy Liverpool cables. They left 
the market in an improved technical 
position, but rallies when trading was 
renewed after publication of the acre- 
age figures, met renewed liquidation 
which was absorbed by covering or 
trade buying with some months mak- 
ing the best prices of the day in the 
late trading on the firmness of wheat 
and stocks.

A widely known unofficial crop spe- 
cialist telegraphing ‘rom Aberdeen, 


S. D., said black “rust was heavily 
prevalent all over that part of the 
country’s spring wheat belt, and has 
begun appearing up to the head of 
wheat plants. Earlier, he wired that 
winter wheat in east central Nebraska 
had been damaged 35 to 40 per cent 
by rust, and that spring wheat in 
some sections of Iowa had. been prac- 
tically destroyed. 

Wheat rose above 2 cents a bushel, 
and closed firm near the day's top, 
1 1-4 to 1 3-4 above Saturday's fin- 
ish, September 80 3-4 to 80 7-8, corn 
1-4 off to 1 1-2 up, September 74 7-8 
to 75, oats 1-4 to 1-2 advanced, and 
provisions showing 7 to 27 cents gain. 

With less attention given to bear- 
ish talk regarding Canada’s altered 
export policy, the Chicago wheat mar- 
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ket tended upward from tbe outset. 
Action of prices here was more or less 
aided by an unexpected display of 
strength at Liverpool because of per- 
sistent smallness of world shipments 
of wheat, especially shipments to 
Great Britain. In addition, although 
domestic harvest conditions southwest 
were reported as better, the amount 
of hedge selling was less than had 
been looked for. 

Oklahoma advices said the crest of 
the harvest movement of wheat in 
‘that state was about over. Contrib- 
‘uting also to bullish sentiment were 
trade predictions that the United 
States official crop forecast next Wed- 
nesday will suggest a total wheat yield 
somewhat under the 670,000,000 bush- 
els estimated a month ago. Talk was 
also heard that there would be no 
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threat to United States wheat exports

Work relief chieftains today went on 
record in favor of spending $100,000,- 
000 on reclamation projects despite 
their high cost for materials. 

This recommendation by the work 
allotment committee—which President 
Roosevelt was expected to approve— 
marked one more change in shifting 
plans intended to put 3,500,000 peo- 
ple to work with a dwindling $4,000,- 
000,000 appropriation. 

It was further interpreted as a ma- 
jor victory for Secretary Ickes, who 


i backed his subordinate, Dr. Elwood 


Mead, commissioner of reclamation, in 
the long struggle to exempt the recla- 
mation program from the $1,100 or 
$1,200 average per job fixed by Harry 
L. Hopkins, Works Progress adminis- 


trator. 
Protests from West. 

Ickes first said a month ago that 
irrigation and power devélopments 
were endangered because they cost $2,- 

per man given a year’s work. 
Western protests were climaxed last 
week when a number of senators and 
representatives called at the White 
House to push approval of Mead’s 
$113,000,000 program. The President 
said afterwards that he favored most 
of the projects. 

The President then explained proj- 
ects he considered “national”—such as 
the Boulder, Bonneville and Grand 
Coulee dams—would not be charged 
against the work-relief quotas of 
states where they were ‘located. 

Meanwhile, relief officials disclos- 
el that 4,000,000 unemployables~— 
about the same number as when Hop- 
kins announced last December that all 
must be off relief rolls by last Feb- 
ruary 1—sitill were being supported in 
whole or in part by the federal gov- 
ernment. 

They expresed little hope that all 
of these would be taken off the fed- 
eral rolls before November, when the 
new works program is scheduled to 
be in full swing. 

Other Developments. 

1. The President accepted Ickes’ in- 
vitation to address a conference of 
PWA state directors tomorrow—the 
gathering was called to teach them 
methods of receiving applications for 
most projects exceeding $25,000. 

2. Mr. Roosevelt brought to more 
than $27,000,000 the total of work re- 
lief funds helping to finance non-fed- 
eral PWA projects, alloting $5,110,689 
for 45 per cent donations. 

3. The allotment committee, in ad- 
dition to recommending the increased 
sum for reclamation, approved $31,- 
182.776 in federal projects. They in- 
cluded $13,869.000 to be spent by army 
engineers on the Los Angeles county 
(California) flood control develop- 
ment: $5,113,126 to the Bureau of 
Internal Revenue to employ 4,000 
white collar people in collecting delin- 
quent taxes: $5,263,995 to the coast 
guard for new cutters and work at 
shore stations; $1.454,000 to the Bu- 
reau of Animal Industry for cattle 
tick eradication in Florida, Louisiana, 
Texas and Puerto Rico.

TD GOVERNOR PEARSON 


Former Virgin Island Assist- 
ant Testifies to Chief's 
‘Maladministration.’ 


WASHINGTON, July 8. 


3. —(P)— 
Paul C. Yates, discharged assistant to 


Governor Paul M. Pearson, of the 
Virgin islands, in support of his 
charges of island’ maladministration, 
today told senate investigators of 

“espionage” system employed against 
political enemies of the administration. 

Yates, former Texas newspapermanu, 
was the first complaining witness to 
present charges against the 64-ybar- 
old governor. 

Incident after incident was related 
by Yates to support his charges of cor- 
ruptiom, neglect and failure in the 
regime of the republican governor. 

He cited a letter sent to Represent- 
ative Caroline O’Day, democrat, New 
York, purportedly by Catholic fathers 
in the islands, protesting the proposed 
establishment of the so-called Virgin 
Islands Company, a rehabilitation plan 
organized by Pearson and the Interior 
Department. 

“When Governor Pearson showed 
me that letter,” Yates testified, ‘he 
told me he had ways and means of 
getting letters from his enemies. He 
said the Catholic fathers were among 
the worst of his enemies in the islands. 
He led me to believe he had an espion- 
age system which would uncover all 
base things against him.” 

Yates’ testimony came after a fed- 
eral judge of the Virgin islands dis- 
trict court had charged that he was 
threatened with being “put on the 
spot” in the press unless he granted 
a new hearing to a government em- 
ploye under indictment for theft of 
lumber and cement belonging to tne 
government, 

Judge T. Webber Wilson, former 
member of congress from Mississip)i, 
said Morris Ernst, counsel for the 
American Civil Liberties Union in 
New York, had made the threats. He 
asserted also there had been “admin- 
istrative interference” with his work. 

Ernst asked to be allowed to iell 
how Judge Wilson “acted as _ thir- 
teenth juror and prosecutor” in the 
MacIntosh case. The judge, he added, 
had once told him he took the job only 
to pay off political debts exceeding 
$12,000.
